Thousands of them came by ship 
to Ellis Island: and were rushed 
by train to the railway yards 
‘and were not taken from the 
trains until they were in the 
“stockades.. They had no news- 
‘papers and so they became 
strikebreakers against the Am- 
erican workers. 


In 1922 when the strike was 
called, these same foréigners 
were among the best union men 
and did picket duty and other 
assignments for the -union with 
absolute faithfulness to the un- 
ion. ; 

The workers in the other 
crafts, where I happened to go, 
were pretty solidly ‘behind the 
strikers. Whenever we _ had 
commissaries they helped out 
with funds and food. 

At San Bernardino, Los An- 
geles and Sacramento ‘and other 
points where we had commissar- 
ies, the strike was won. 

At Sacramento where I help- 
ed to conduct the commissary 
in 1922; we secured ninety tons 
of produce and could have got- 
{ten much more if we had need- 
ed it. The farmers donated most 
of this food.

Dr. Wilenger of Elk 
Grove did splendid work for us 
in this.

During the strike our Presi- 
dent of the strike committee 
was shot by a scab. It was a 
cold-blooded murder. The funer- 
al procession reached for many 
blocks. But when the _ scab 
came to trial he got acquitted. 
The citizenship was with us, 
but the courts were not. 

The point of weakness was the 
lack of preparation in advance 
for the strike. A cocksureness 
that the strike could be won in 
a few days or weeks at most, 
was costly. Once however we 
got the commissary going, we 
took care of ‘everybody. 

The commissary helped us to 
keep those railway men who 
were weak in their union: sol- 
idarity from taking jobs at the 
canneries. We did not. have 
many of these cases, but a few

Dear Comrades: 

In view of the activity of 
several members of our party 
in the movement for the ‘“De- 
fense of, Leon Trotzky,” we be- 
lieve that it is necessary for 
members of our party to ex- 
press themselves on the matter 
in order to eliminate such prac- 
tices. 

We are of the opinion that 


regarding*certain detailed aspects 
of the recent Moscow trials of 
Radek and sixteen other Trot- 
zkyites, we can agree with the 
opinions of the noted Beatrice 
and Sidney Webb who held that 
courts and tribunals of the So- 
viet Union are the courts and 
tribunals of working class justice. 
We are equally convinced of 
this not only. because of the 
evidence submitted by the So- 
viet courts, not only because of 
the confirmation of this evidence 
by a score of impartial foreign 
correspondents, such as Walter 
Duranty, but also because of the 
fact that today the chief defend- 
ers and spokesmen of Trotzky 
and the. Trotzkyites are Hearst 
and the yellow press. If for noth- 
ing else, the fact that the capi- 
talist press and the Committee 
for the Defense of Leon Trotzky 
is attempting to use the Moscow 
trials as a means of slandering 
and attacking the Soviet Union, 
should, arouse all Socialists to 
take a firm stand in opposition 
to Hearst and the. Trotzkyites. 
Leaving all trials out of the 
picture, the indictment against 
the Trotzkyites still stands. Their 
current record is clearly one of 
disruption and pro-fascism. In 
Europe, and particularly in Spain 
today, they have worked to split 
the working class. These tactics 
reached a climax in Spain recent- 
ly when the Loxalist, democratic 
government of Spain, headed by 
the Socialist’ Party and our So- 
cialist leader Caballero, had~to 
dissolve the Trotzkyist “Workers 
Marxist Party”: and expel them 
from the People’s Front. :

Our position as Socialists to- 
wards the Soviet Union has been 
ably stated by leading British 
Socialists (Henderson, Brailsford, 
Cole and Laski). Laski’s words 
in particular have special im- 
portance today: “Granted all its 
errors and blunders, Russia is, 
for Socialists, the one great fact 
of help in a gloomy~ outlook— 
the greater her strength, the 
more real hope of international 
peace. She is one great power 
in the world today whose class- 
relations are such as to give her 
a genuine and permanent inter- 
est in peace.” 

We do not oppose friendly 
criticism of the Soviet Union 
within® our Party, but we do op- 
pose Party members appearing 
on the same platform and being 
associated by the public with the 
attackers of Socialism. Above all, 
we recognize our enemy in the 
capitalist class and we are not 
going to leave any openings in 
the world Socialist position for 
those enemies to enter and dis- 
rupt. 

Therefore, we earnestly urge 
that the Party forbid its mem- 
bers to make public statements 
injurious to the cause of world 
Socialism and that all Socialists 
disassociate themselves from the 
so-called Committee for the De- 
fense of Leon Trotzky, an or- 
ganization-under which guise the 
reactionary anti-Socialist forces 
are gathered for attack upon the 
Soviet Union and the 


tional labor movement. We call 
upon the Party members, and 
particularly our leaders, to guard 
closely our ranks to keep out 
those pro-fascist allies, who mask 
their purposes with ultra-revolu- 
tionary phrases.

for the L. A, local and strikers. 


After learning of this treach- 
erous act, the president and re- 
cording secretary of L. A. Local 
15, and international vice-presi- 
dent P. H. Deamer came up to 
San Francisco. to find out the 
facts and try to save the situ- 

- ation, ‘ 
Members Astonished 

They met with the -executive 
board and a special: meeting of 
the membership was called for 
Tuesday night, ‘March 16; at the 
Labor Temple, at which meeting: 
many: irregularities and outright 
violations committed by Busi- 
ness Agent King, were proved 
by ‘international ' vice-president 
Deamer, to the astonishment of 
many of the members present, 
who for the first -time got a 
true picture of the autocratic 
way their union is being run 

- by a-few members of the ex- 
ecutive: board, with King dom- 
inating: everything. 

To give you an idea of how 
rotten’ this betrayal is—when 
King was asked the terms of the 
settlement, he replied: “We won 
a substantial raise in wages as 
well as other improvements.” 

Up rose a woman striker, who 
is at present working in a union 
shop, and-she related that the 
foreman from Kroehler ; visited 
her home to ask her to return 
to work. 

Proof of Sellout 

“When I asked him’ under 
what conditions,” ;she stated, “he 
said improved conditions and a 
five per cent raise in wages.” 

Before the strike, she was 

. making $3.50 to $3.75 a day on 
piece work; now she is getting 
90. cents an hour in a .union 
shop. ee 

In a -futile attempt to square 
himself, King occupied the floor 
for a greater part of the spe- 
cial meeting, with his art of 
confusing “issues, which damn-~ 
able tactic he practices all the] 
time, with the result that the 
members present\ were confused 
as to the real issues involved. 


Members Need Help ,. 


It must be remembered that 
up until now there were no ex- 
perienced, progressives in this lo- 
cal to fight the reaetionary ma- 
chine—hence the . backwardness 
of the membership. It is high’ 
time for progressive trade un- 
ioriists in the Bay Area to take 
a little interest in the Upholster- 
ers’ Union to-contact every up- 
holsterer they know to _ help 
them understand their problems

Manager Turned Down 

Fhe manager of the store came 
aut early in the afternoon and 
aproached people in near - by 
parked cars, asking them to 
swear out a warrant against 
Taylor for disturbing the peace. 
Several said: ‘“‘Not on your life,” 
or “Go chase yourself,” after- 
ward reporting it to thé picket. 

Three mail carriers pasted dur- 
ing the afternoon at different 
times, each making encouraging 
remarks. A fourth waved his 
arms and grew red in the face 
seeing the. picket, then 
headed for the store. ‘l'aylor 
thinking he was a union brother 
as were the first three, said, 
“where are you going?” 

Smelled Like Frame-up 

This incensed the mail carrier, 
who shouted maledictions and 
curses at the picket, then went 
inside. Half an hour later the 
police drove up with a warrant 
signed by the mail carrier and 
two of Streicher’s clerks. 

Taylor says that the entire af- 
fair smelled like a pre-arranged 
frame-up. 

Taylor reports his surprise 
when the police apologized for 
arresting him, and. encouraged 
him in his’ union’s strike. They 
said that Lewis’ organizing drive 
was the best thing that ever 
happened in the country. He 
was not searched, and was freed 
in a short time when a union 
official came to. the jail asking 
for him. : 
'“Case Dismissed!” 

Five persons. testified against 
Taylor, four in the employ of 
streichers, who said the he jn- 
timidated and insulted women 
and. freightened everybody who 
walked ‘in the store, not to men- 
tion insulting. the mail carrier.

Speaking for the “nine old 
men,” Chief Justice. Hughes re- 
peated the old Liberty League 
arguments of “packing the 
court,” etc., and tried to devel- 
op the theory that. ‘increasing 
the court’s membership would 
‘impair its efficiency.” 

| Arch Reactionary 

Hughes’ votes on the court 
have been almost completely re- 
actionary.: 

Justice James C. McReynolds, 
75, described advocacy of pro- 
gressive legislation as “willful 
opportunism,” and defended his 
reactionary contention that the 
court is above the people, sitting 
in judgment “on rich and poor.” 

He was the first one to pub- 
licly defend the court’s usurped 
powers since the Reconstruction 
Days after the Civil War. 

Labor-Hater McReynolds 

McReynolds was quoted in 
“The Nine Old Men” by Drew 
‘Pearson and Robert S. Allen, as 
saying: 

“There is only one movement 
in this country which I consider 
dangerous to it and which must 
be destroyed at all costs. That 
is the labor movement.”

One of the chief reasons for lack of doubt by this exclu- 
sive information service to bankers and industrialists, was 


the March 8-9 national conven- x- 


tion of Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League in New York City, which 
was called by Chairman Berry 
“for the purpose of setting up a 
declaration for the League, 
which is now a permanent or- 
ganization in the field of Amer- 
ican political economy.” 

The Declaration of Ptirpose 
drawn up by this convention, is 
an important document in the 
history of American labor and 
“points. unmistakably toward a 
Farmer-Labor Party throughout 
the country, even though the 
déclaration shows certain weak- 
nesses. 


At Last a Strong Hint. . 

So far the League’s natiqnal 
organizgtion has not come out 
flat-footed for a Farmer-Labor 
Party in 1940, although John L. 
Lewis and other leaders have, 
and although the New York 
State set-up has organized itself 
into the American Labor Party$ 

However, listen to this: 

“Labor’s Non-Partisan League 
ecognizes that the primary pur- 
pose of independent labor polit- 
ical action .is to assist, by every 
legitimate political means, in the 
improvement of the wages and 
working conditions of American 
labor. To that end, the League 
will cooperate to the fullest ex- 
tent in the extension and 
strengthening of labor organiza- 
tion in industry, and in the at- 
| tainment of the specific legisla- 
tive objectives of particular la- 
| bor groups.” 

The least you can say of this 
statement is a strong hint about 
a national Labor Party for 1940, 
or sooner for. the 1938 national 
elections. However, it is. still 
one.of the League’s weak points 
that it does: not come out forth- 
right with a declaration of in- 
tention to organize an indepen- 
dent political party. 


Bid to Farmers... 


In 1936 the League neglected 
g$ome of its strongest allies, the 
armers and middle-class pro- 
gressives, and for that reason 
did fot play as effective a role 
in the national elections as it 
could easily have. done. But this 
is beginning to be remedied in 
1937, in the Declaratio nof Pur- 
pose: 

“The welfare of American la- 
bor, however, is _ inseparahle 
from that of the nation as a 
whole. The League will active- 
ly support the organized farm- 
ers of the country in their ef- 
forts to improve agricultural 
conditions. More generally, we 
will work with every progres- 
sive group whose purpose is to 
secure the enactment of liberal 
and humanitarian legislation.” 

This paragraph is truly histor- 
ie in the American labor move- 
ment and in the people’s move- 
ment against Wall’ Street and 
Fascism. 

Specifically, it means the La- 
bor Party will be a Farmer-La- 
bor Party, an anti-Fascist alli- 
ance between the workers and 
‘the farmers, based upon the 
leadership of the organized la- 
bor movement. 

It means that the interests of 
the farmers and ofthe workers 
and of the middle-class will be 
cemented into an dnbreakable

It is necessary, however, to 
point out certain weaknesses in 
the League to the end that they 
may be eliminated. Probably the 
most glaring weakness is the 
opening paragraph in the Decla- 
ration of Purpose: 
“The: original declaration of 
purpose of Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League called for the re-election 
of President Franklin. D. Roose- 
velt, and for support of the mea- 
sures. which he had stated to be 
necessary for national progress. 
The League is proud of the part 
it took in the tremendous vic- 
and re- 
affirms now, its acceptance of 
his leadership for the future.” 
This is too much of a blank 
check for Roosevelt, and places 
too much trust in a hope that 
the President will take a con- 
sistent pro-labor stand. There 
is too much evidence to the con- 
trary to trust in such a hope. 

Right now the League is quite 
correctly mobilizing tremendous 
mass support throughout the U. 
S for the President’s proposals 
to curb the Supreme Court. But 
it would be downright foolish- 
ness to give advance support to 
other proposals the President 
may have.

Georges Clemenceau afterward remarked that the task of 
making peace was extremely difficult, what with Lloyd George on 
the one hand, who imagined himself to be Napoleon, and Wood- 
row Wilson on the other, who imagined he was Jesus: Christ. 

When Wilson returned to America and discovered that Wa 
‘Street, working behind his back, had sabotaged the one thing 
he believed he had accomplished: the League of Nations. The 
giant propaganda mills of the nation had been working day and 
night to keep America out of the League.

The Press Tries to. Blame’ the Coming 
Major Economic Crisis on the Trade Un- 
ions; How to Meet Their Arguments; Some 
Facts to Give Your Storekeeper; The CIO 
and Affiliation to It; No Breaking of Locals 
Away from an AFL ‘dntdenalional. 


NOWING THAT the chaotic system we have and its over- 
production are inevitably heading the country for another 
major economic crisis, ‘the daily press is acting the dummy for 
the ventriloquist capitalists and.is attempting’ to fix the blame fer 
the coming crash on the trade unions. 
The long series of wage in-x 


creases won recently through 
the smashing. C1O drive to or- 
ganize the unorganized is known 
to every trade union member. 
On those wage increases (which 
incidentally have come in many 
of the crafts as well as in the 
CIO unions, but which are pri- 
marily due to the CIO influ- 
ence) the press is trying to 
blame the unnatural price rises 
in steel, copper and other pro- 
duction goods industries, price 
raises which have been immedi- 
ately passed on to consumers’ 
goods. 

The idea ‘behind this is clear— 
an attempt to influence the. pub- 
lic against the unions. 


Trade unionists may expect 
that many of those who belong 
to the lower middle class will be 
influenced by such arguments, 

Members of organized labor 
owe it to themselves, for their 
own protection, and for the sake 
of keeping the small storekeep- 


ers, small farmers and the like | 


on their side, to be equipped to 
deal with such arguments. 
Watch the financial sections for, 
reports of the big profits—big- 
ger than ever—made by just 
those corporations which have 
been forced to come across. 
You'll find in every case a sit- 


uation like that in the case of] 


the Chrysler Automobile Co. 


The Company made a= profit 
of $58 on every car produced 
last year. Wage increases bring 
that profit down by only . $12. 
For each $1200 to $1400 a Chrys- 
ler employee .brought his fam- 
ily last year, he earned $898 
profit for the company. 

Rig Steel’s balance sheet for 
1936. shows that net income for 
dividends increased nearly 5000 
per cent, or from $1,146,708 in 
1935 to \$50,583,356 in 1936. 

Wage increases forced out of 
Big Steel recently do not ex- 
ceed 10 per cent. There’s no 
answer to the argument that 
wage increases. force the com- 
panies to raise prices. They 
simply don’t. 


Does the CIO want to break 
away locals’ or other small 
groups from the AFL? What is 
the CIO policy: on affiliation of 
internationals? 

The CIO is taking in locals or 
central labor bodies only when 
they have been expelled by the 
AFL executive committee or by 
state federations. 

It does that to furnish the ex- 
pelled groups a measure of pro- 
tection, so that employers shall 


not start breaking agreements 


with expelled groups. But: the 
CIO isn’t and doesn’t want to.
